POINTS OUT ENGLAND'S FLOP 


John Lind Partly Explains His Mexican 
Errand to Gamboa at Sec- 
ond Conference. 


EXPECTED TO SEE HUERTA TODAY 


(BY A rar 1 

Washington, D. d., Aug. 13,--[Bpecial.)— 
Henry Lane Wilson, retiring ambassador, 
precipitated himself into the Mexican situa- 
tion again today when he fired out a state- 
ment in answer to that made by the British 
foreign office on Monday in explanation of 
Great Britain’s attitude in recognising the 
Huerta administration. 

Mr. Wilson was angered by the reference 
in the British statement to a speech he de- 
livered on behalf of the diplomatic corps at 
Mexico City at a reception to Provisional 
President Huerta soon after his inaugura- 
tion. 


President Wilson Also Angry. 

Envoy Wilson was not the only Wilson that 
was angry. After the president read Te 
ambassador's statement he became so in- 
censed at its tone and contents that he 
promptly requested Secretary Bryan to as- 
certain through the British embassy here 
whether the utterance of the British foreign 
office as reported was correct, and tonight 
the dismissal of Ambassador Wilson by sum- 
mary acceptance of his resignation, to take 
effect immediately, was under consideration 
by the administration. 

It had been the plan for the embassador 
not to retire from the diplomatic service 
until Oct. 14. 

This verbal explosion on the part of Am- 


United States government has informaliy 
aounded the powers and learned that foreign 
governments generally will do nothing to 
embarrass the peace policy of President Wil- 


gon toward Mexico,’and are inclined to sup-

Dispatches from John Lind, personal repre-

Cause of Henry Lane’s Wrath. 
The matter which today roused Ambassa- 
dor Wilson's wrath to a point which may 
be his final undoing was the statement of 
the British foreign office that the British 


| recognition of Huerta had been merely the 


recognition of a provisional president pend- 
ing an election. The British statement added: 

“The French and German governments 
also recogniged President Huerta after a re- 
ception by him of the whole diplomatic party. 
at which a congratulatory speech was made 
in their behalf by the American ambasga- 
dor.“ 

In his statement this afternoon Mr. Wilson 
denied absolutely that the policy of any of 
the three powers named had been in any 
way affected by his speech and he disclaimed 
responsibility for.the ‘‘ congratulatory” tone 
of the speech itself. : 

The ambassador declared that not only had 
he refused to assume the responsibility for 
drawing the address which he delivered for 
the diplomatic corps, but that the address 
actlially was prepared by the British and 
Spanish ministers. The address appeared, 
he said, as the expression of the views of the 
entire corpe, none of whose governments 
had at that time recognized Huerta. 

The ambassador twits the fereign office 
with the statement that for more than a 
month after the reception referred to the 
British government maintained an attitude 
of hostility to Huerta, and tha. when reeog- 
nition finally was accorded it came as a dia- 
tinct reversal of policy, 


Wilson Statement in Full. 

Following ig Ambassador Wilson's state- 
ment in full: 

If this statement really emanated from 
the British foreign office it is at variance 
with its traditions and with the character 
which it has maintained hefore the world for 
two centuries, I doubt the genuineness of 
the statement, ag it is a pure subterfuge, un- 
worthy of the British foreign office. 

„As there existed at the time of this re- 
ception. only à provisional government in 
Mexico, the government of Great Britain 
could naturally recognize nothing but a pro- 
visional government, which it did in exactly 
the same manner and practically the same 
phraseology as all other European govern- 
ments. 

“That Great Britain was moved to reeog- 
nition by its desire to assist in the restora- 
tion of order is moat likely true, and I be- 
lieve this factor was the determining one 
with all governments which followed the ex- 
ample of Great Britain, though most of them 
recognized the Mexican provisional govern- 
ment at a much later date. 

“The action ef the government of Great 
Britain was not in the slightest degree af- 
tected by the so-called ‘ congratulatory 
speech ’ —_ by me on behalf of the diplo-

Views of All Envoys. 
“This address was not drawn by me, but 
by the Spanish and British ministers at the 


request of the entire resident diplomatic 


corps, I purposely declined responsibility for 
the wording and in the form in which it fina!- 
ly appeared it was the expression of the 
views of the entire diplomatic corps, repre- 
senting governments which had none of them

DUPREY LOCATED: 
READY TO GIVE UP 
Attorney Finds Father Who 


Shot Man After Alleged 
Lax Prosecution, 


HAD NEVER LEFT CHICAGO |

Edward J. Duprey, who killed Henry Groni- 
mos, a photographer, after Gronimos had 
been acquitted of the charge of wronging 
Duprey’s 14 year old daughter, was found 
last evening by an attorney retained by Mrs. 
Duprey, The lawyer said he would deliver 
the man to the sheriff as soon as the indiet- 
ment against him is returned. 

The police had looked for Duprey for thir- 
teen days and nights, and during all that 
time he says he had been walking the streets 
of Chicago or working at odd jobs as he could 
get them, 

Duprey lived with his wife and children at 
414 West Chicago avenue. On July 30, the 
day before he killed Gronimos, he wrote 
a letter te Judge Brentano complaining 
that laxity of prosecution by the state's 
attorney was responsible for Gronimos’ es- 
cape. He did not in that letter, however, in- 
timate that he intended to take the la into 
his own hands, 


Found by Attorney. 

Duprey was located at 5 o'clock by At- 
torney Charles E. Erbstein. He was en- 
countered by the lawyer as he was sweep- 
ing the sidewalk in front of a saloon at 
Thirty-first street and Indiana avenue. 

Duprey wore the apron of a saloon porter 
and carried a bar towel tucked in at his 
belt. 

J want you to come with me,“ Erbstein 
told Duprey as he started into the saloon. 

Who are you? You don't look as if yeu 
were a policeman.“ the men replied. 

But I was sent by your wife to find vou. 
I'll take you to her.” 

At 10 o’clock at night, Mrs, Duprey, two 
children, Stella and Marie, and the husband 


.met in the attorney's office. 


Glad to Be with Family. 

am glad to see my family again,” 
Duprey said. The whole time I have been 
away has been taken up with worrying about 
my wife and daughters. 

The first three or four days of my absence 
bore heavily on my mind. I couldn't get 
anything to do. I walked the streetg and 
slept in the parks and begged bread from the 
back doors of restaurants end boarding 
houses. 

But my eourage returned when I drew 
the pictures of my daughter--taken by Gron- 
imos—frem my pocket and gazed at them, 
They had given me the first clew to the wrong 
done the child. I wanted work so I might 
send enough money to my wife and children 
to keep them from starving. 


Gets His First Job. 


The first job I had was sweeping offices 


for a doctor at Thirty-ninth street and In- 
diana avenue, for which I received 50 cents 
for four hours’ work, I stayed at that for 
three days. Then I put a want ad in «a 
newepaper and the next day I got a job asa 
perter in a saloon. I went to work in the 
saloon last Saturday. I was to receive $10 
a week. 

„The thirteen days have been awful. 
Many times I became despondent and thought 
ef walking to the lake front and throwing 
myself in. I sought st many times and 
purposely walked where policemen would 
see me. I walked in the loop and near police 
stations, even talking to policemen, but none 
recognized me. I thought arrest would be 
better than the suspense. Every day I read 
in the papers that I was being sought, yet I 
was not hiding, I had no disguise. 

Tells of Nightly Prayers. 

„ gan't recall what happened on that 
night of the shooting. All I know is that 1 
believed I did what every man who loves his 


| family, hie own flesh and blood, would do. 


“I worried continually since my absence 
about the welfare of my wife and children.

When the case came to trial before Judge 
Windes in the Criminal court, Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barney Mahoney was as- 
signed to prosecute it. The prosecutor was 
lax in handling the case, according to Du- 
prey, with the result that Gronimos was 
acquitted. Mrs, Gertrude Howe Britton said 
Mahoney spent no: more then ten minutes in 
preparing for the trial.

BRYN MAWR’S AIM 


Seven Year Test on Twenty 
Girls to Be Started When 
College Opens,

WILL LIVE IN OPEN ‘AIR. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 13.—[{Specia],]— 
Bryn Mawr college hopes to establish the 
day of the superwoman. When the college 
opens this fall the Pheebe Ann Thorne 
open air model school for girls will give 
the students the first chance that has ever 
been given by an educational institution in 
| America, for instruction that will tend to 
make girls physically perfect above every- 
thing else. 

According to M. Carey Thomas, dean of the 
college, it will take eleven years to ascer- 
tain whether the plan is going to prove a suce 
cess. 

Test on Twenty Girls. 

They will take twenty young girls as nearly 
perfection physically as they can get, rang- 
ing between 10 and 12 years of age, and train 
them for seven years in elementary tactics 
and bring them up as women should be edu- 
cated. 

The pupil in the open air school who has 
passed the best teats after seven years’. work 
will receive a 82,100 scholarship for ‘her 
course at Bryn Mawr. She will receive not 
only her tuition but all her expenses for four 
years. 

Among the things these girls are to learn 
to make them physically perfect and beauti- 
ful are Jacques-Dalerose eurythenies.“ 
A graduate of the Jacques-Dalcroge college 
at Hollerau, Germany. will come here to 
train the candidatez in perfect body move- 
ments. 

Wood and Glass Classrooms, 

The school will be housed in seven separate 
one story classrooms constructed of wood 
and glass, There they will live in the win- 
ter bundled in furs and warm clothing. 
These twenty girls will never breathe the 
air of a classroom except where they are 
housed, and the four sides are so arranged 
as to he let down in pleasant weather. In 
cold weather they are to be elothed in Da- 
kimo suits.

Executive, Ousted, May Refuse 
to Accept Service of 
Papers. 


WIFE IN SERIOUS CONDITION 


Albany, N. T., Aug. 13.—[Special.]—Wil- 
liam Sulser, impeached by the assembly at 
5:15 o'clock this morning, theoretically 
ceased to be governor at 3:30 o'clock this 
afternoon, when the articles that constitute 
his indictment for larceny and perjury were 
accepted by the senate and hie trial waa set 
for Sept. 18. 

Actually, the governor’s dispossession will 
not take place until_tomorrow morning. Der 
ferring to the opinion of some of their ad- 
visers that the act of impeachment is not 
complete until the summons and complaint 
are served on the accused, the managers of 
the undertaking are allowing Mr. Sulzer to 
continue as governor until Patrick B. Me- 
Cabe, clerk of the senate, tries to hand him 
the papers at 11:30 o’clock in the morning. 

From that moment the acting governor of 
New York will be Lieut. Gov. Martin H. 
Glynn. 

; o 
Sulgér May Refuse Papers. 

The phrage tries to hand him the papers 
ig used because Mr. Sulger may refuse to ac- 
cept them, or even to see Mr. McCabe. The 
impeached governor intends to figit, not only 
for the establishment of his innocence, but 
to press by every means he and his lawyers 
can think of his contention that his impeach- 
ment is unconstitutional and that therefore 
he cannot be replaced by Mr. Glynn. 

The exact procedure of the contest on the 
Sulser side was being determined tonight 
at the governor's home, “the people's 
house.“ 

The lawyers who talked with Mr. Sulzer 
were Louis Marshall, Irving G. Vann of Syra- 
euse, former judge of the Court at Appeals 
D. Cady Herrick of Albany, Lynn J. Arnold 
of Albany, publisher of the Knickerbocker 
Press; Senator Harvey D. Hinman of Bing- 
hamton, and Austin G. Fox of New York. 

It is expected Mr. Vann will be chief coun- 
sel for Mr. Sulzer at the trial. 


Sulser Denies All Knowledge. 

Mr. Suigzer reviewed the whole situation 
with these advisers and told them that he 
was innocent of the accusations upon which 
he was impeached. He said that he had no 
knowledge of the stock transactions and that 
his denial of last Sunday was the truth. He 
insisted that he never heard of the financial 
operations to which his wife has confessed 
until testimony about them was heard by the 
Frawley committee. 

After the conference none of those present 
would say anything in regard to the defense 
to be made. The nearest approach to this 
was the statement of ex-Judge Herrick, end- 
ing: “ The statements in the papera that 
the governor will resort to force to mainta 
his position are the mereat rot. 

He will meet the charges made againat 
him in an orderly and dignified way and will 
do nothing unbecoming the dignity of the 
state, and will engage in no physical scram- 
dle to assert his rights to discharge the fune- 
tions pertaining to the office of governor.” 


Wife of Governor Prostrated. 

Mrs. Sulger was prostrated by the strain 
today and tonight her condition became so 
serious that Mr. Sulzer wired to New York 
for a specialist on nervous diseases. 

Mrs. Sulzer was confined to her room all of 
the day and was cared for by trained nurses. 
Her condition was aggravated by a fall in 
the capito] building on Monday night which 
injured her left arm. 

The governor told his advisers, it was said 
by those who claimed to have knowledge, 
that under no circumstances would he allow 
Mrs. Sulzer to testify at the trial. It was 
said, on the other hand, that Mrs. Sulzer in- 
sisted hysterically that she be allowed to tes- 
tify in her husband's behalf. 

Critics’ Differ on Statement. 

Mrs. Sulser’s declaration yesterday that 
she had indorsed the governor's campaign 
fund checks and indulged in the much criti- 
cised stock speculation unknown to Gov. Sul 
zer in the hope of protecting the governor

any seizure. Two guards, each witha revol- 
ver, were at the doors. One of them is the 
governor's personal bodyguard and the other 
is the personal bodyguard of John A. Hen- 
nessy. who has been Mr. Sulzer's investiga- 
tor of state departments. They will remain 
there until the governor returns in the morn-

Half Hourly Thrills in Capitol. 

The capitol had one of its half hourly 
thrills this afternoon when it was announced 
in the senate ante-room that the service of 
the articles of impeachment and the notice of 
the day of trial would be served on the gov- 
ernor at 5:30 o'clock. It was also said that 
the governor would refuse to let Mr. McCabe 
into his office, and wouldn't go out to see 
him. 

Thirty war correspondents gathered in the 
governor’s corner of the building, prepared to 
chronicle bloodshed. But no Mr. McCabe 
appeared. At 6 o’clock Mr. Sulzer started 
‘homeward unmolested. . The papers were 
not ready, and the impeaching party had not 
made up their minds what to do in case Mr. 
‘Sulzer wouldn't see Mr. McCabe.

He is not a Tammany man himeelf and is not 
particularly close to Charles F. Murphy, but 
‘the Tammany crowd will be with him be- 
cause they are against Sulzer. 


‘Stanchfield May Be Counsel. 

It is believed that either John B. Stanch- 
field or Edgar T. Brackett will conduct the 
prosecution of Mr. Sulzer at the impeach- 
ment trial. Mr. Stanchfleld is in Europe. 
Although the trial will begin on Sept. 18, no 
testimony will be taken until Sept. 22. 

Friends of Mr. Sulzer and some friends 
of Mr. Glynn predicted tonight that the con- 
test.as to the rightful occupant of the gov- 
ernor’s office would go to the courts, and 
that very soon. 

One of the plans suggested was * have 
Mr. Sulzer pardon a prisoner at Sing Sing. 
Warden Clancy, a friend of Mr. Sulzer, would 
refuse to honor the pardon and the courts 
would be called on to decide as to whether 
or not Mr. Sulzer still had the pardoning 
power. 

Mr. Sulzer has not withdrawn from his 
position that, under the constitution, he can- 
not be tmpeached for events that took place 
before he became governor on Jan. 1.

Stripped of theig legal verbiage, the 
articles of impeachment against Gov. 
Sulzer are as follows: 

i—That Gov. Sulzer, in filing his 
statement of campaign expenses, set 
forth that his entire receipts were 
$5,460 and his expenditures $7,724; 
that this statement was false and 
was intended by him to be false; that 
his list of receipts failed to include 
eleven specific contributions, ranging 
in amount from $100 to $2,500. 

2—That Gov. Sulzer attached to his 
statement of campaign expenses an 
affidavit declaring that the statement 
was a full and detailed statement of 
all moneys received or contribut 
expended by him directly or indirect- 
ly.” That this affidavit ‘‘was false 
and was corruptly made by him,“ and 
that he was guilty of willful and cor- 
rupt perjury.’”’ 
3——That Gov. Sulzer was guilty of 
mal and corrupt conduct in his office 
as governor and was guilty of bribing 
witnesses. The specific charge is 
that while the Frawley committee was 
investigating the governor’s campaign 
accounts he “fraudulently induced”’ 
three witnesses (his campaign man- 
ager, a personal friend, and a stock 
broker) to withhold their testimony 
‘from said committee. 
4—That the governor was guilty of 
“suppressing evidence’’ in violation of 
the state penal law. The specific charge 
is that he practiced deceit and fraud 
and used threats and menaces with 
intent to prevent the Frawley commit- 
tee from procuring the attendance and 
testimony of certain witnesses. 


5=——That the governor was guilty of 
„preventing and dissuading a witness 
from attending under a subpoena' the 
sessions of the Frawley committee. 
The witness referred to is Frederick L. 
Colwell, alleged to have acted as Sul- 
zer’s agent in certain stock transac- 
tions. : 


6—That prior to his election the 
governor appropriated campaign con- 
tributions to his own use, and used 
the same, or a large part thereof, in 
speculating in stocks * * * and there- 
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larceny. 


7—That Gov. Sulzer promised and 
threatened to use the authority and 
influence of his office for the purpose 
of affecting the vote or political action 
of certain public officers, including 
two assemblymen. 


8&—That he ‘corruptly used his 
authority as governor to affect the 
prices of securities on the New York 
Stock Exchange, in some of which he 
was speculating.”’

SOCIALIST BEBEL, 178, DIES 


Noted German Leader Succumbs 
to Heart Paralysis. 


PASSES AWAY AT ZURICH. 


Fought For and Won Success for 
Party; Praised by Enemies. 


ZURICH, Aug. 13.—August Ferdinand 

Bebel, the German socialist leader, died here 
today, aged 78. The cause of death was 
paralysis of the heart. The body is to be 
cremated. 
Bebel probably was the best known of the 
modern socialist leaders. He joined the Ger- 
man labor movement in 1862 and continued 
to struggle for the working classes until his 
death. 

He was a member of the imperial parlia- 
ment almost continuously from its form- 
tion in 1871. Not long after the first session 
he was sentenced to two years’ imprison- 
ment for high treason and to another nine 
months for lése majeste. 


Beloved by His Followers. 

The socialists of Germany regarded him 
as a brilliant leader and organizer and he 
was able to keep the ranks of the party 
united at nearly all times. He lived to see 
it represented in the imperial parliament by 
over 100 deputies and the strongest party 
there. 

Bebel was not a great orator, but his 
speeches were convincing and he was be- 
loved by his followers. He was a good writer 
and published many books on socialism. 


Knew He Was to Die. 

BERLIN, Aug. 13.—The executive commit- 
tee of the Socialist party received at noon 
today after Bebel’s death a letter in which 
he said: ‘‘ The devil is again at my throat. 
Three physicians say that I must retire.” 
to attend a 
party convention at Jena in September. 

Bebel’s last appearance in parliament was 
made as the final vote was taken on the bills 
for financing the increase in the German 
armaments. He voted “ yea with the rest 
of the Socialist members. His action was 
hotly criticised within the party, but Bebel 
favored this step as necessary to building up 
a Liberal majority.

TOKIO, Aug. 18.—The Japanese press com-

Dispatches to the state department from 
John Lind, personal representative of Pres- 
ident Wilson in Mexico, described his visit 
with Frederico Gamboa, Mexican minister of 
foreign relations. 

While officials here deolined to discuss the 
dispatches, it was understood on good au- 
thority that the conversation extended be- 
yond the mere formalities of a social call. 

Sefior Gamboa and Mr. Lind talked briefly 
about the situation, and, while Mr. Lind did 
not reveal entirely the purposes of his errand, 
he is declared to have set at rest rumors that 
he was coming to interfere directly in Mex- 
ican politics.

HUERTA TO RUN FOR OFFICE? 

Mexico City, Aug. 13.—A statement made 
today by Minister of War Blanquet that he 
will not be a candidate for the presidency 
and that his only candidate is Provisional 
President Huerta has aroused considerable 
interest here. The close relations between 
Blanquet and Huerta are considered to make 
Blanquet’s statement tantamount to an offi- 
cia] indication that Huerta will run for the 
office of chief executive of the republic. 

There is a feeling here tonight that Presi- 
dent Huerta and Mr. Lind may meet tomor- 
row. If they do there is every reason to bo- 
lieve an attempt will be made to keep the 
fact a secret. 


BRITO FREED ON BAIL. 
New Orleans, La., Aug. 18.—What was con- 
sidered a delicate situation, involving the 
United States and Mexico, was somewhat 
cleared here today when Emmanuel C. Brito, 
fugitive governor of the Mexican state of 
Campeche, arrested on ‘charges of murder 
and robbery in Mexioo, was released on bonds 
of $10,000. It was stipulated that Brito was 
to report every day to the United States 


in a treaty with Mexico for that — 
to produce proof of guilt. 

Brito’s release came soon ‘after he had 
learned that Mexican federale had raided 
his ranch in Campeche, destroyed aii the 
buildings, and driven off his live stock. 

BRITONS FLEE MEXICO. 

Hl Paso, Tex., Aug. 18.—Believing that 

himself and fellow employés would be killed 
or imprisoned by orders of Gen. Mercado, 
federal military governor of Chihuahua, if 
they remained longer at their work, W. B. 
Fuller, chief engineer of the Méxican 
Northern Power and Irrigation company, ac- 
companied by two associates, abandoned their 
posts at the dam at La Bouquilla near Santa 
Rosalia, Chihuahua, and arrived in Hi Paso 
today. 
Fuller says that the climax of a series of 
forced loans and other interferences came 
last Friday when Gen. Mercado advised the

Ex-President Towne of N. A. M. 
Admits Cannon Aid Got

DIRECTED BY H. E. MILES. 
Hired by Van Cleave; Witness 
Ignorant of Exact Labor Done 
by Ex-Representative.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 13.—[{Special.]— 
Henry A. Towne, ex-president of the National 
Association of Manufacturers today before 
the senate lobby committee admitted thas 
the National Association of Manufacturers 
was responsible for the creation of the na- 
tional tariff association commission, which 
employed James E. Watson to lobby for a 
permanent tariff commission bill in 1909. 

Mr. Towne said that he had known virtually 
nothing of Watson’s activities; that the late 
President Van Cleave of the National Asso- 
cation of Manufacturers and H. E. Miles, the 
National Association of Manufacturers’ offi- 
cial, had employed Watson and that of the 
more than $3,500 pad Watson for his work, 
the Nacional Association of Manufacturers 
hed contributed $1,000. Mr. Towne was un- 
der the impression that the $1,000 contrib- 
uted by the National Association of Manu- 
facturers had been turned over to the tariff 
commission association and by tt paid out 
in $250 weekly remittances to Mr.. Watson. 

This explanation did not account for the 
fact that two $500 checks, made payable to 
Watson and signed by Ferd C. Schwedtman 
es secretary to Presidem Van Cleave of the 
National Association of s, had 
been cashed by Mr. Watson late in Apri, 
1909. \ 


. Ignorant of Watson’s Work. 

Mr. Towne admitted that Watson’s work 
was almost entirely under the direction of 
H. E. Miles, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the association.

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M the new Field museum on the 
lake for more than two miles west to 
Ashland avenue, Twelfth street is to de 
widened from sixty-six to 110 feet by 
carving fifty feet off the property facing 
on the south side of the present street. Of 
the total cost of this improvement, 50 per 
cent, or $1,500,000, is to be raised by the 
sale of bonds as a public benefit ; the other 
half will be collected in the form of spe- 
cial assessments on prorerty covering a 
wide territory on either side of the street.

ple. The board is planning to begin this 
work next spring and its probable cost is 
estimated at about $2,000,000.

These bSnds are now being printed and 
$300,000 worth will be exchanged at par 
for a strip of property 100 feet wide and 514 
feet long on the water front between Indi- 
ana and Illinois streets. 

From this property the harbor commis- 
sion plans to build as soon as possible a great 
two level pier which will extend 8,500 feet 
out into the lake. At the end of the pier will 
be a recreation pavilion 645 feet in length. 
On the upper level will be street car tracks, 
a roadway for light traffic, and landing 
platforms for passenger boats. On the 
lower deck freight will be handled. The 
plang also include a cold storage warehouse 
for Michigan frults and vegetables, to be 
built below the freight level. The total cost 
of the structure is estimated at $8,000,000. 

When work is begun on the city pier it 
is expected that the national government 
will at once extend the present break- 
water, which lies off shore, northeast of 
the pier site, to connect with the shore at 
the north. It will also be extended for a 
considerable distance to the south so that 
a landlocked harbor will be created. The 
cost of the government work will be about 
$1,100,000, of which $350,000 is already 
available.

By way of showing that the public 


works under way are well distributed it 
may be mentioned that way out, between 
One Hundred and Fourteenth and One 
Hundred and Eighteenth streets, the na- 
tional government is about to start the 
construction of a turning basin for vessels 
in the Calumet river. For this purpose 
$350,000 is already appropriated. / 

One does not mention the matter of 
downtown subways, for the construction 
of which the city already has something 
like $10,000,000 in its traction fund; nor 
the digging of the proposed Calumet drain- 
age channel at a cost of .$8,000,000, with 
$5,000,000 on top of that to provide for 
intercepting sewers.

Attitude to Taft’s Reei- 
procity Stand. 


DAY SEBS NO PROGRESS. 


Gronna’s Attack on Free Wheat 
Starts War of Words, but 
No Action Is Taken. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 13.—Discussion of 
the agricultural schedule and the proposed 
free listing of wheat in particular enlivened 
the tariff discussion today in the senate, 
Senator Gronna of North Dakota proposing 
in lieu of free wheat a duty of 6 cents a 
bushel. 

The debate on wheat came to a climax 
when Senator Borah of Idaho, referring, to 
the countervailing duty which the Demo- 
crats have proposed, asserted it was the same 
as Canadian reciprocity passed by the Re- 
publicans to the betrayal of the farmers of 
the country. 

“We have heard a great deal of discus- 
sion,” said Senator Borah, about the dis- 
position of the present incumbent of the 
White House to enforce his tariff ideas upon 
congress. I ain not going to discuss that. 1 
will only say that if the Republican senators 
had voted their convictions when Canadian 
reciprocity passed this body there would not 
have been ten votes for it on this side of the 
chamber. 

Calls Reciprocity: 

“That was a disaster, a treacherous be- 
trayal of as loyal a constituency es a great 
political party ever had. Now we have the 
game principle as reciprocity embodied in this 
bil. It does not impeach the Democratic 
party of inconsistency as it impeached us, 
but I believe it will have the same effect. 

“So long as the people are crowding tothe 
cities and those congested centers are be- 
coming more deplorable day by day, it la the 
duty of the American government not only 
through this legislation but in every other 
way to encourage the people to enter the 
agricultural field. I am in favor of paying 
a bounty, if necessary, to encourags the agri- 


cultural. industry.” 


Williams Ridicules Protection. 
Senator Williams declared that he did not 
want to see the American government rob 
the poor in order to enrich the landlords, but 
he believed and hoped that the result of free 
listing farm products would lower the price 
of bread and meal and open the farmers’ 
eyes to the fact that the Republican party 
had been fooling them about the virtues of 
protection for years. 
“The American farmer,” sald Senator 
Shively, never has enjoyed a partnership 
with the Republican party in this protection. 
His function has been confined to that of a 
contributor. The duty on wheat is a hum- 
bug. It always was intended as a duty for 
statistics, and never was intended for the 
substantial benefit of the farmer.” 
Democratic leaders were visibly disturbed 
by the failure to make progress during the 


day. 


SEEKS TO OUST POSTMASTER. 


Senator Lewis Will Charge John Cline 
of Joliet Office with Pernicious 
Political Activity.” 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.—- Removal of 
Postmaster John Cline of Joliet on charges 
of pernicious political activity is to be recom- 
mended to Postmaster General Burleson by 
Senator Lewis. John Quinn will be recom- 
mended for Cline’s successor. 

Cline’s term does not expire until Decem- 
ber, 1914, but the Joliet Democrats have been 
clamoring for his dismissal for several 
months. They complain that he is a re- 
actionary, whose activity in furthering the 
political interests of the Hopkins-Cannon- 
Snapp faction of Republicans unfits him for 
nonpartisan public service.

Early in the morning of Oct, 8, 1912, in 
Syracuse, Charles Murphy of Tammany 
Hall nominated William Sulzer as Demo-

eratie candidate for governor of New York. 


The feebly struggling Dix was erased. He 
had been given his notice by the great com- 
mercial] house of Tammany. “ Your services 
are no longer required.” His experience in 
subordination to this house might have 
taught him the uselessness of resistance, but 
to be dismissed as governor inflamed him into 
insubordination. He was erased and Sulzer 


“was nominated. 


Murphy needed a candidate who could 
make headway against Straus, the philan- 
thropist, whom the Progressives had nomi- 
nated, and Sulzer, the congressman from the 
east side of New York City, measured in 
Murphy’s eyes to the requirements of the 
situation. ; 3 

Murphy was looking for a bit of a dema- 
gogue, a people's friend, a champion of the 
submerged classes, a wide mouthed, arm 
swinging platform performer, and de 


thought Sulzer would do. Sulzer was a 


people's friend. He was bred on the east 
side. He had gone to sea as a cabin boy with 
the Bible, “ Robinson Crusoe,” “ The Pil- 


grim’s Progress, Fox’s Book of Martyrs,” 


and “Two Years Before the Mast” as a 
library, and had begun his education in hard 
He had a com- 


bia, and was a lawyer in practice at 21. 

His biographies made much use of the 
word “ brilliant.” He had been in the New 
York assembly. He was speaker of the 
house when Grover Cleveland was entering 
upon his second term as president. He had 
been in congress fora numberofterms. He 
was chairman of the committee on foreign 
relations. 

Murphy was satisfied with him and nom- 
fnated him. A maddened delegate, observ- 
ing the finality of Murphy's decision for the 
state of New York, became a Jeremiah and 
shook his finger in the face of the controller 
of destinies. 5 

“This man who sits here,” shouted the 
maddened delegate, “surrounded by his 
satellites, dispensing favors, dictating poli- 
cies, and distributing the nominations/oſ a 
great party—look at him well, for this is the 
last time you will look upon such a scene. 
For him, too, the hour will soon strike, and | 
upon the ruins of his fall will arise the 
Democracy of the future. | 

The finger ought to have been shaken at 
Sulzer, not at Murphy. 6 

Sulzer was more prophetic, although un- 


comprehendingly so, in his inaugural mes- 


sage Jan. 1, 1918: 2 

„Let me ask all to be patient and chari- 
table. I know that I am human, and that I 
shall make mistakes in human ways.” 

Sulzer’s mistake was that he was not 
pliant. Why he was not is the mystery of his 
present circumstances. He was a Tammany 
man. He knew Tammany methods. He 
knew what Tammany wanted and what it 
did not want, what it would have and what 
it would not have, and he knew just how far 
short of barbarism Tammany would stop if 

It found it necessary to remove an obstacle. 

He also knew the weaknesses in his dema- 
gogic career, and he must have known that 
Tammany would find them. Nevertheless 
he was not pliant. When Murphy submitted 
lists of appointments and a program of leg- 
islation, Sulzer refused him. 

Murphy was patient for a while; never 
charitable. but fora while patient. Gulzer’s 
obstinacy continued. It grew and took 
alarming shape. Possibly a dangerous am- 
bition got him, and he thought of men who 
had preceded him in the governor’s office 
and had gone to the White House. From 
cabin boy to president may have read to 
him like the title of a book another seafaring 
youngster might add to the five books young 
Sulzer carried with him. 

Dix may have Illus 
assurance of profit 
Tammany. 

„The hour has struck,“ sald the exalted 
Sulzer, and the task of administrative re- 
form is mine. I grasp the opportunity the 
people now give me, and am resolved to 
shirk no responsibility, to uproot official cor- 
ruption, and to raise higher the standard of 
official integrity,” etc., ete. 

Murphy cared nothing for the exaltation 
of addresses to the people, but he did care 
when his demands for offices were denied, 

and he cared a great deal more when the 
governer put all the influence of the adminis- 
tration behind the attempt to obtain a direct 
primary law. 5 

Sulzer might have survived any other at 
tempt, but not that one. He could not at- 
tack the right of Tammany to existence, if 
not in New York City, at least in New York 
state. 
beg patience came to an end April 

> Sulzer, meeting the Tammany leader in 
New. York City, refused, finally, to obey. 
Murphy spoke plainly to him, and Sulzer 


ted to him how Nttle

lea ve resolved never to see nor talk with 


Murphy again. Also, he was resolved to 
press the primary bill. Also, he was re- 
solved not to appoint Murphy’s men. 
Murphy gave him a warning. A charge 
was brought against him that in 1889 he was 
presented to a Vermont grand jury for prose- 
cution on the charge of perjury. Sulzer 
denied it. The Vermont records did not con- 


tain any such charge. Tammany caused an 


alleged copy of the presentment to be pro- 
duced, and intimated that the original pa- 
pers had been stolen from the files. Sulzer 
said the copy was a forgery. 

That was a warning, but Sulzer persisted. 
1am threatened with political extinc- 
tion,“ he said, unless I accede to demands 
for patronage and legislation. Agents of 
Tammany have come to me to warn me of 
the consequences of Murphy's wrath. 
Agents are sent to all parts of the country to 
pry out any evidence that may be used to my 
discredit.” Pay! 

He was apprised and comprehended, He 
could not have been astonished when he 


‘found a woman endeavoring to scandalize 


the state with a story of wrongs received 
from him. Murphy was not shrewd in that 
stratagem. The public received the scandal 
coidly, not even stirring when the lady pro- 
duced the letters and poems she said she had 
written to Sulzer. The scandal did not 
scandalize. 

Tammany agents were digging, or prob- 
ably Tammany had its material in reserve. 
The Frawley committee went to work. Sul- 
zer’s misuse of campaign contributions was 
brought to light along with his dealings in 
the stock market. | 

We are told that Sulzer used money given 
him for campaign purposes for stock specu- 
lation and used his. position as governor to 
direct legislation to affect the stock market. 
On this and other charges his impeachment 
is voted by the Tammany controlled assem- 
bly of New York. | 

One naive charge in the indictment states 
that “he traded executive approval of bills 
for support of his direct primary.” There 
Tammany confesses the corn. 5 

Sulzer innocent? Probably not; to what 
extent guilty it would be difficult to guess. 
His statements in defense have not been 
convincing nor sturdy. They have confessed 
the fierceness of the blow he has received. 
He may have been a demagogue confident 
that his attack on the detested Tammany 
would be the greatest protection he could 


have against Tammany; he may have been 


guided by a genuine ambition to accomplish 


tome reforms for the people; he may have 


thought himself protected from discovery; 
he might even be the victim of circumstances 
which could yield to explanation. 

This, however, is certain: His greatest 
guilt in the eyes of Tammany was that he 
opposed Tammany. | 

His friends are deserting him; his support, 
political and journalistic, has been with- 
drawn. He is conspicuously painted as an 
exposed demagogue of that wicked, danger- 
ous type which mouths the people’s name 
and betrays the people’s trust. 

But Sulzer, innocent or guilty, is a little 


figure in a passing incident. Guilty, he

There are two 
uses. When life was simple, ani-

Hookworm produces ansemia, pallor, lHstlessness, 
and a feeling of weariness. Headaches are not in- 
frequent. The appetite is fitful. The presence of 
these conditions even in moderate degree suggests 
that two examinations be made, | 

1. Of the blood for aneemie and increase in certain 
white cells. 

2. Of the feces. The feces are examined with the 
unaided eye for blood and mature worms (slender 
threads one-half inch long); with the microscope 
(low power) for eggs and young worms, and chemi- 
cally for blood. 

The diagnosis having been established, thymol 
treatment is to be used.

Architect Rey urges, therefote, that tu- 
berculosis be attacked at its roots—that is, 
that cities should be so planned and laid 
out as to get the maximum of sunshine, and 
thus naturally exclude the disease. Cities 
of the future, he says, must be constructed

HE official announcement in the London 
Gazette that the King has appointed 
the Rev. Robert H. Fisher, D. D., min- 
ister of the Morningside parish of 

; Edinburgh, to be one of his chaplains 
serves to call attention to the fact that, al- 
though George V. is the head of the estab- 
lished state Episcopal church of England 
south of the Tweed, he is a Presbyterian 
north of that_river, just in the same way as 
were Edward VII. and Queen Victoria. 


All the sovereign’s chaplains in Scotland 


are Presbyterian, and, when spending the 
autumn at Balmoral, his place in the High- 
lands, he attends divine service on Sundays 
at the parish church of Craithie, site 


under” the minister, and, on communion 


Sundays, receives the communion according 
to the Presbyterian rite. 

Neither George nor his two predecessors 
on the throne ever dreamed of having divin 
service performd at Balmoral by any prelate 


or cleric of the church of England, not even 


in the private chapel of Balmoral which, in 
deference to Presbyterian ideas, is styled 
“the service room,” just in the same way 


that none of the sovereign’s Scottish chap- 


lains have ever been “commanded” to 
preach or hold divine service for their 
majesties in England. 


~~ 

Queen Victoria was often assailed by the 
church of England organs of the press and 
by members of the English clergy for thus 
adopting Presbyterianism north of the 
Tweed, and they even attempted to raise 
constitutional issues on the plea that the 
act of settlement—that is to say, the present 
British constitution—requires that the mon- 
arch of the realm shall not only belong to 
the established church of England but shall 
also be its head, and that, by receiving the 
communion of another church—namely, that 
of the Presbyterian rite—she had forfeited 
her right to the crown. : 

However, she declined to pay any atten- 
tion to the criticisms, which were discoun- 
tenanced by the English primates and by the 
ministers of the crown. Now the opposition 
has almost died out. 2 

This is the only case in Europe of the sov- 
ereign of a country belonging at one and 
the same time to two entirely distinct re- 
ligious denominationa ~~ ü 


Although the young Duchess of Fife was 
born a commoner and remained such until 
her fourteenth year, when she was created 
a princess with the predicate of highness by 
her grandfather, Edward VII., she stands 
nearer to the throne than Prince Arthur of 
Connaught, to whom she is to be married in 
London on Oct. 15 next, this, too, despite the 
fact that he at present outranks her, being 
a royal highness, whereas she is not royal. 

Indeed, at the time of her birth her mother, 
the now widowed princess royal, came next 


immediately after the then Prince of Wales 
(now George V.) in the line of succession, 


and had anything untoward happened to 
King George prior to his becoming the father 
of a family of children the princess royal 
would ve followed her father, Edward 
VII.. on the throne as queen regnant, while 
her daughter, now the young Duchess of 
Fife, would have become Princess of Wales 
It is difficult to contemplate the possibility 
of the six children of George V. predeceasing 
their father. But in that event young Alex- 
Duchess of Fife, would tnevitably

| CHARGES READ TO 
POULTRY BOARD 


Lefter from Byyers Alleges 
Price Manipulation and 
Double Dealing. 


OBJECT TO QUOTATIONS. 
Causes Bitter Address by ‘Louis 
Brink, Leader on Chicken 
Exchange. 


Written charges of price manipulation and 
double dealing by members of the Chicage 
poultry board were read in an open meeting 
of the organization yesterday as the initial 
move in a campaign to revolutionize present 
methods of quoting market prices on live 
poultry. 

The letter was the product of a committee 
appointed by the Chicago Poultry Buyers’ 
Protective association. It contained open 
charges of arbitrary price fixing and cited 
instances where live hens and spring chick- 
ens were sold on, the market at 1 to 2 cents 
a pound higher than quoted on the poultry 
board. 

It charged buyers had no voice in estab- 
ligbing market values, that the quotations 
made by the board were unjust to the raiser, 
buyer, and consumer of poultry, and that 
supplies which should be received at Chi- 
cago were being diverted to other markets 
by unjust methods of the board. 

It also intimated the buyers’ organiza- 
tion had enough influence and could com- 
mand sufficient funds to organize a new 
poultry board and force the present organ- 
ization out of existence. 

The letter was read by Secretary Louis 
Synder, to whom it had been delivered by 
Otto Schroeder, president of the buyers’ as- 
sociation and chairman of the committee ap- 
pointed to draft the resolution. Other mem- 
bers of the committee were D. R. Steffey 
and W. F. Hobbs. 

Louis Brink, a board leader, took the let- 
ter as a personal affront and voiced a bitter 
opinion of the buyers, but it was decided to 
refer the letter to the board of directors.

Dear Bir: On July 25 last I wrote you in 
regard to the trial of Christ Vrettos, arrested 
Nov. 80, 1912, charged with undue liberties 
with a 7 year old girl, and asked for any 
information you could give us as N when 
this case will be tried. 

‘ This request was made by me as attor- 
ney for the Englewood Law and Order league, 
which organization represents about 250,000 
population on thé south side of the city.

“If you wish to find the rest of the filles in 
this case, I would suggest that you inquire 
of Miles J. Devine, who, I believe. is specialy 
assistant city attorney, and who, I believe, 
represented the defendant, Goodkind, and he 
may be able to help you locate: theiny or at 
least throw some light on the situation. 

As soon as the cases above referred to 
are disposed of I expect to take up with ‘you 
some other cases of a similar nature from 
_ Englewood, which have been hanging fire for

MUSIC FOR WORLD SERIES. 


Johnson Approves of Idea Which 
Will Be Feature of Games 
to Be Played in Fall.

So full of pepper that they produced an 
epidemic of sneezing in the neighborhood of 
the Englewood Union station the White Sox 
returned home last night from their resilient 
trip through the east prepared to repulse the 
New York Yankees today in the opening game 
of the last extended home series the Calla- 
hans will play this year. 

While all the teams in his ciroult were 
traveling, President Johnson of the Amer- 
ican league made several interesting an- 
nouncements concerning post season affairs. 
Among them wes the statement that music 
hereafter will he a feature of world’s series 
games, in response to a suggestion made by 
THE TRIBUNE more than a month ago. 

Oct. 6 will be the date for, beginning the 
next world’s series and on that day theinno- 
vation of employing a brass band to furnish 
a concert previous to the big games will be 
introduced. It will not be a mere noise pro- 
ducing aggregation, but a real band of fifty 
or sixty pieces. : 


Ban Johnson Likes Idea. 

“Tt ie a splendid idea, and I am surprised 
that it has not been suggested before, said 
President Johnson. “A large portion of 
world’s series crowds gathers early and the 
waiting until the games start is tedious. Mu- 
sic will do a great deal toward mitigating 
this unpleasant feature. 

‘We will have a good band—at least fifty 
and perhaps sixty pieces—io give a concert 
for two hours before each game. If the games 
start at 2 o'clock, as heretofore, that will 
mean the musical program will begin at 
noon. The band will be placed out on the 
field for the first part of the concert. Ther 
when it comes time for the players to prac- 
tice the band will escort the visiting team 
across the field to its bench, after which it 
will bring the home team on to the field in 
the same way. While the preliminary prac- 
tice is on the band will retire to the stand and 
complete its program.’’ 


Meeting Late in October. 
President Johnson also announced that the 


annual meeting of the American league would 
be held this year late in October instead of in De- 


cember, as has been the usual custom. The place Side 


will be Chicago. The earlier date is to be chosen 
on account of the world’s tour of the White Sox 
and Giants, part of which trip the American 
league executive has promised to make. He plans 
to sail with the party from Vancouver on Nov. 19 
and if the league meeting ia held the last week in 
October that will give time for closing up the 
8 business before departing on the long 
aunt. 

President Comiskey of the White Sox has lodged 
informal complaint with the head of the league be- 
cause there are too many weak teams in the cir- 


cuit. 

It there were more good teams, he explained, 
the White Sox would win the pennant sure. 

That statement was brought out by the trip of 
the Callahans which ended last night. In spite 
of losing six straight gamés to second division 
teams in Boston and New York at the outset, the 
Sox braced and almost evened up their defeats 
and victories for the trip. They did this by win- 
ning six out of eight games from Washington and 
Philadelphia, both of which are leading Chicago 
in the race, That made their record fog the east - 
ern invasion seven wins out of fifteen games played 
and it prompted Comiskey’s allegation that if his 
Sox could play strong teams all the time they 
would cop the bunting. 


Sox Full of Confidence. 


Thelr amazing recovery from their slump has 
filled the White Sox with confidence, and they 
are going after third place, hoping to land it be- 
fore the coming trip of the eastern teams in the 
west is finished. The players returned home in 
prime condition, with the exception of Fournier, 
who still is nursing a charley horse, and Joe Benz, 
who is nursing a worry because a Philadelphia 
scribe informed him that waivers had been asked 
on him by the Chicago club. 

The matter of waivers being a state secret in 
the American league, with a fine as the penalty 
for violating it, there was no official way in which 
to verify or refute Benz's occasion for worry, ex- 
cept the well known fact that the asking of waivers 
often is for the purpose of finding out how a player 
is regarded by the other seven teams, with a view 
to a possible trade, but without any idee of dis- 
carding said player to the minors. 

Only forty-three games remain to be played by 
the Callahans to complete their 1918 schedule, 
Eighteen of these are booked for Comiskey park 
and the other twenty-five are to be played on the 
road. This year’s schedule gives the Callahans a 
tough finish, for they will have only three games 
to play on their own grounds after Aug. 31, which 
means a lot of road work. 


Play All Eastern Teams, 


The stay which begins today will include thirteen 
games, all with eastern teams.

These 
letters, two in number, were never delivered. 
They were found in a drawer in the Climie 
home after the shooting. 

Mrs. Climie was shot as she sat on the 
rear porch of her residence talking to Mrs. 
Ellen Killeen, a neighbor, and the latter’s 
three children. 

Beeson made his appearance with his coat 

on his arm. He addressed Mrs. Climie.

SEVEN ON LAUNCH 
DROWN AT DULUTH 


Flimsy Top Used for Seats 
Gives Way, Throwing Four- 
teen Into Water. 


BOAT CAUGHT IN SWELL. 


Duluth, Minn., Aug. 18.—Seven of a total 
of twenty-three persons in a launch party 
were drowned in St. Louis bay today when 
a fllmsy top used for seats on the launch 
Dauplaise gave way and the fourteen people 
riding there were thrown into the water.

The seven bodies were recovered. 
Tugs and Launch to Rescue. 


The seven persons rescued were taken from 
the water by tugs and by the United States 
government launch Nemadji. 

The accident occurred shortly after the 
launch had gone through the drawbridge 
of the Northern Pacific railroad company 
and about 100 feet from the end of the dock. 

The tug Sinclair came up behind the launch, 
causing a heavy swell. The Dauplaise was 
caught in this, and the rocking of the boat 
threw the passengers on the canopy top to 
the side. The supports gave way, throwing 
the péople into the water. 

As the engineer of the launch attempted to 
reverse the boat so as to get relief from the 
swell the clutch to the engine broke, causing 
the craft to run about 150 feet from those 
in the water. 


Carelessness Is Charged. 

Men on the tugs Sinclair and Crosby went 
to the rescue, as did H. C. Bellanger, engineer 
in charge of the launch Nemadji, who first 
notified the life savers. 

Negligence and carelessness is charged by 
Bellanger as being the principal cause of 
the accident. Bellanger said the top of the 
boat had been flimsily put together, and 
that only small bolts held the affair in place. 
He also stated that he had not seen any life 
preservers on the launch. 

Members of the party who were rescued 
went into hysterics and had to be restrained 
from jumping into the water by the govern- 
ment officials. Many of the rescued had te 
be taken to the- hospital.

Children to Show 
Chicago's: History. 


S the result of work carried on among 
the children during the summer by The 
Drama League of Chicago the little peo- 
ple in the playgrounds within the next 
two weeks will present the history of 
Chicago, from the discovery of the Chicago 
river to the present time. 
All work in the playgrounds {s unorganized 
during the summer; educational classes and s0- 
cial clubs are disbanded for two months; the 
swimming pool is the one popular spot in the 
grounds. It was not therefore an easy task to 
induce ten children in each of six playgrounds 
to attend rehearsals for six weeks in order to 
present a civic pageant. 
2 


But they met for rehearsals twice a week, 
and during the six weeks devoted to prepara- 
tion the personnel of each cast has been 
changed three or four times; in each group per- 
haps there may be eight or ten children that 
have been loyal from start to finish. 

It is estimated that more than 2,000 children 
have taken part in rehearsals, as each rehearsal 
brings scores of new children. In some places 
there are represented in the cast from fifteen 
to twenty nationalities, and some applicants 
for parts have been unable to speak a word of 
English. 

The children enacting these historical scenes 
are from 10 to 14 years of age. Sixty per cent 
of the number are boys. The most popular 
parts are those of Indians and soldiers, and 
the episode in which the children take greatest 
delight is that of the Fort Dearborn massacre. 

The first performance is scheduled for the 
afternoon and evening of Aug. 23 at 2:30 and 8 
o'clock at Stanford park, Union and Fourteenth 
streets; the second for the evening of Aug. 28 
at 8 o'clock at Eckhart park, Chicago and 
Noble; the third for the afternoon of Aug, 30 at 
Bessemer park, Eighty-ninth and Muskegon

If we could have a nurse 
at each court and doctors te investigate the 
mental and physical condition of all those un- 
fortunate persons brought into the courts we 
believe a very remarkable result would be at- 
tained and great good done for those who may 
be.in need of it.”

“There is ample work for a nurse in this 
court,” said Judge Goodnow, “and I am very 
glad we have at last been given one. There 
are many ill women, many mothers with babes 
in arms, and other children who frequently need 
the attention only a trained nurse can give. 
“She will be here to minister to their needs, 
to observe the need of improved sanitation, to 
instruct mothers and wives for the benefit of 
their health and, that of their children, and in a 
great many ways aid the efficiency of this court 
as well as be a factor for human betterment 
and happiness.

Money in Bank Stays There. 


In order to fight the high cost of living one 
must give it as much careful thought as one 
would any other business, The first year we 
liveu in Chicago we paid $17 rent. We had a 
small baby and some doctor bills, etc., but tor 
all that I saved $48 in dimes the first year. Not 
being very strong, I found it necessary to buy 
bread sometimes and to hire my washing done, 
but aside from that I did all my own work and 
most of my sewing. Our food was plain, but 
well cooked and neatly served. We could only 
buy the cheap cuts of meat, and not every day 
either, sometimes only once a week, but we had 
plenty of milk and good vegetables, and always 
felt satisfied, for what we did have was the 
best, as we don’t think there is economy in poor 
foods. I bought my soap, pruges, rice» and 
canned goods in quantities, when and wherever 
I could get bargains, and I knew bargains when 
I saw them. All goods sold cheap are not bar- 
gains. 

Then my next duty was to prepare these plain 
foods in different ways. Some good wives al- 
ways cook foods the same way, never putting a 
bit of green on any dish as a garnish. I have 
my parsley growing in a sunny windew in a 
flower pot. fter the meal cooked the. next 
thing to do is to take care of the leftovers. I 
Place them where they will keep cool and fresh, 
and every scrap is used up in some delicious 
way. I make most of my own vinegar in two 
jugs I have by adding sweetened water to jug 
as contents of one gets low. I save evéry tea- 
spoon of grease and put in a jar. When the jer 
is full, whether it is six months or longer, I 
make it up into soap by adding a can of liye 
and some borax, and this soap is used for dish 
washing. 

I buy_my linens, coats, suits, etc., a little 
late in season, if possible, thereby saving a neat 
sum. 

My husband earns a good salary now, but we 
go right on saving just the game, and in the 
very near future a nice home will be ours, and 
then we can have a few fine feathers and feel 
we can well afford them. We are much happier 
with $5 tucked away in that little box than we 
are spending it on a Sunday afternoon trying to 
do like other folks, We enjoy the theater and 
country when we can well afford o go, but 
when extra things are needed or doctor bills to 
pay we deny ourselves until we catch. up, for 
when money is once put in bank it is there to 
stay until it will be drawn for our home, car, 
etc. ANTOINETTE. 
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How to Save Butter.

If it is not 
a success the lesson is worth the trouble it took 
to learn it. One recent money saver for the 
table has been on the cost of butter. I pur- 
chased a cream whip. With the cream whip 
were directions for making two pounds of but- 
ter out of a ponnd. Immediately I tried it, 
making a pound out of a half pound. This 
brings the total cost of the butter down to 25 
cents or less. 2 
This is the way I make the butter over: 
Warm a scant pint of milk, using the cream 
with it as it came in the bottle. Put the warm 
milk In the cream whip and add the yolk of one 
egg. Beat until thoroughly mixed. Then grad- 
ually add the half pound of creamery butter, 
which has been in a warm place and allowed to 
become soft. When the butter has been all put 
in the cream whip add salt to taste and coloring 
if you wish—that is not necessary—and beat 
the mixture about ten minutes. The milk and 
egg are absorbed by that time, and the fresh 
butter can be put in a bowl and set away for 
two or three hougs and allowed to harden. It 
will weigh one pound. I use tuis butter for 
cooking as well. It has the taste of fresh 
churned dairy butter. 8 
I consider the purchase of a kitenen cabinet a 
saving in the cost of living because its con- 
venience has made my work lighter to such a e 
degree that I have more time to devote to other 
work which I would have to hire done other-

Professor Says Wages 
Are Not a Vice Cause. 


OW wages are not an important cause of 
vice, according to the declaration made 
by Prof. Harry A. Millis of the Univer- 
sity of Kansas in a lecture on “Some 
Aspects of the Minimum Wage yester- 
day at Kent theater, University of Chicago. 

Prof. Millis severely criticised the recent 
Illinois investigation and told the students 
that the evidence tended to deny any close 
connection between wages and immorality. 

— 

“If any considerable percentage of women 
employed become immoral it is to be explained 
chiefly by the environment and the effort to 
secure favor and not by the rate at which 
they are paid,” said Prof. Millis. “Virtue is 
protected in poverty almost as generally as in 
riches. The deficit is met frequently by char- 
ity, and sometimes must be paid in the kind of 
living which spells in the long, if not in the 


.short, run undermining of health and efficiency 


and the sacrifice of opportunities for Little 
more than a wretched existence. 

“The problem being attacked by this wage 
legislation is a serious one. Of course, as 
compared with those of Great Britain and the 


countries of continental Europe, our level of 


wages is high. Yet it must be admitted that 

there are hundreds of thousands of women in 

the United States engaged in the home trades, 

factories, and stores who are not earning a 

living wage. .

“The minimum wage legislation is not in its 
essence a demand that the young, inexperi- 
enced, and inefficient shall be paid the same 
wages as the experienced and the efficient. It 
is designed to standardize and to rid the trades 
of their capricious differenoes and to raise the 
level of wages where the plane of competition 
in the entire trade is low. While recognizing 
exoeptional cases to some extent by the exer- 
cise of the police power of the state it would 
— sufficient wages a first charge upon in- 

ustry. - )

“In the effects to be expected from this leg- 
islation I see nothing revolutionary, little run- 
ning counter to the working of economic laws 
under normal conditions, and little which 
might discourage the expansion and limit the 
net results of our industry. I see no reason te 
think they will discourage efficiency on the 
part of employers and employés.”

Loss of Mr.“ as a Punishment. 

A correspondent. of 4 London journal sug- 
gests that the unnecessary and unpleasing pre- 
fix “Mr.” siiould be eliminated from the super- 
acription of letters. The deprivation of this 
prefix was one of the penalties enforced in the 
British colonies in America during the seven- 
teenth century. The records of Massachusetts 
show that in 1680 Josias Plaistowe was con- 
demned, “for stealing four baskets of corn from 
the Indians, to return them eight baskets again, 
to be fined $25, and hereafter to be called Josias, 
not Mr., as he used to be.” The Massachu- 
setts penal code also provided for docking 
women of the prefix Mra., but there is no rec- 
ord of this clause having been enforced.

Food for 1,000 in One Fsh. 


A sturgeon measuring nine feet nine inches 
and weighing 439 unds was caught recently 
in the River Delph at Welney Washes, Nor- 
folk, England. 

The fish, which sold in London for $30, and 
was estimated to contain food for 1,000 persons, 
had been noticed in the river, and attempts had 
been made to shoot it. But the cartridges used 
were loaded with shot too small to have any 
effect on the sturgeon’s hard skin. A large net, 
therefore, was drawn across the water to pre- 
vent the fish from escaping down the river, 
after which a boat was rowed alongside the figh, 
when one of the men succeeded in forcing a 
large and powerful hook attached to a strong 
pole into its throat. This enabled him to keep 
its head out of the water just long enough for 
the fish to be killed with a gun. 

This, however, is by no means the largest 
sturgeon, which has deen caught in English 
waters. The record was a fish weighing 460 
pounds, while in the North sea fish weighing 
as much as 562 pounds and 735 pounds have 
been captured by trawlers. 

It is pointed out that one of the most re- 
markable facts about the fish netted in the 
North sea is that they are similar to the Ameri- 
can species, whence it would seem that the 
specimens caught from time to time in English 
water, müst have made the voyage across the 
Atlantic, since the fish appears to have died out 
as a regular inhabitant of British waters,

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How to Know Ripe Cantaloupe. 
ERHAPS no one can fairly estimate the 
per cent of advance we pay for sum 
mer fruits and vegetables because they 
are handled too much. It is most aston- 
ishing to see, if one becomes interested 
in the matter, how many people will go into 
a store and pick up and squeeze the life out 
of a tomato, a plum, or half a dozen plums, or 
three or four CLOT without buying any of 
these. 

The cantaloupe in 5 suffers from 
this practice, and it would not be at all sur- 
prising to find that we pay one-third more 
for it because of the waste from this one 
thing alone, wholly needless waste. 

The growers handie this fruit carefully. 
They crate it in such a way that it travels 
without being bruised, resting on its side, but 
peddlers, some clerks, and a great number of 
women believe that the way to xnow a melon 
is to dig a heavy thumb into one end and a 
stout finger into the other. 

~~ 

HOW TO KNOW MELON— It is the stem 
end that is the end to press—lightly—in order 
to find out whether a melon is ripe. Do not 
touch the blossom end. If this end is bruised 
the bruise spreads, and in a few hours the 
melon is all but worthless. 

I the flesh around where the stem was at- 
tached will not yield to a moderately heavy 
touch, the melon is not fully ripe or good for 
immediate cutting. It may be all right to- 
morrow. 

Look at a melon when vou open it. It will 
be at the blossom end that vou will see the 
signs, if it has been bruised, or is beginning 
to soften. There will be fiber-like lines 
darker than the rest of the flesh if it has

There never has been so much agitation in 
our country about foods, good and bad, as 
now, and it is all a part of the great, preven- 
tive medicine campaign, the most essential 
part of which is to know ods and how to 
treat them. 5 

The wholesale dealers in fruits are only too 
glad to instruct people about how to know 
different kinds. Not long Ago one of these 
wholesalers went to the pantry of a large 
hotel where an ignorant pantry girl was cut- 
ting up half a dozen melons and throwing 
them away to get one-half melon for an order, 
and showed her how to tell whether a melon 
should be cut today, or tomorrow, or the 
next day. 

Wastes like these are many and they are 
really wicked. Somebody has less to eat on 
account of them and everybody has to pay 
more because of them. 

oe 

We are doing all sorts of exaggerated things 
with melons, taking out the pulp and mixing 
it with vegetables, and a recent recipe recom- 
mends that a cupful of this pulp be mixed 
with an equal quantity of shreaded pineapple, 
a quarter of a cupful of cugrant or raspberry 
jam, one tablespoon of lemon juice, a grating 
of nutmeg, and sugar to taste. The halves of 
melon are refilled and then stood in the refrig- 
erator for two hours. 


It is possible that the cold ee, iia bring out 
the virtues in this mixture, but it would need 
to be an extremely spicy melon to hold its 
own in any degree in such a combination.

There is some excuse when one has a large 
supply of melons! more than can be used for 
the table plain, in preserving them, if you like 
the preserve, The author of the folllowing 
recipe, Daisy Wilson Barnet, adds good 
at the end printed in italics: 

MUSK MELON BUTTER—" Take very ripe 
melons, so ripe as to be soft; cut them open, 
remove seeds, and scrape the melon from the 
rind with a spoon, and to every two gallons 
of melon take two and a half pounds of brown 
sugar. Put in a kettle and boil like apple 
butter. Flavor while still hot with lemon.” 
(I should say leave out the lemon.)

Riley M. Fletcher Berry, who has written 
more about fruits than perhaps any one else 
living, gives the following recipe in the 
Delineator for August: 9 

CANDIED NUTMEG OR MUSK MELON— 
“Use spicy. melons, developed but still hard. 
Quarter, seed, scrape off the rough rind and 
lay in weak brine for six hours; then drain 
and place in alum water over night, allowing 
alum the sige of a hazel nut for each quart 
of fruit. In the morning drain, place a layer 
of peach leaves over and under the melon, 
pour on it boiling water, and let stand until 
cool; then drain out the melon, Make a sirup 
with equal weight of sugar with one pint of 
water to each two pounds of sugar. Add 
gingef, nutmeg, cinnamon, mace, a handful of 
coriander seed, and six cloves for each quart 
of water. When clear and thick drop in the 
melon. Cook until translucent, drain, dry 
twenty-four hours, and repeat the process.“

Buying by Exporters and 
Light Country Offerings 
Check Local Selling. 


CORN SCORES BIG GAINS. 


Drought Relief Is Limited; Oats 
Prices Are Weak; Big Slump 
in Hog Products. 


The speculative trade in wheat was a ttle 
broader yesterday, and prices showed 8 
stronger undertone. Higher Liverpool cables 
with the further upturn in corn helped cre- 
ate a more bullish local sentiment, and com- 
mission houses led by Armour, Bartlett- 
Frazier, and Ware-Leland, were good buyers. 
Barrel, Rosenbaum, King-Farnum and 
Kidston were on the selling side, but the 
demand was broad enough to take the offar~ 
ings, and the market closed & to %@e 
higher. 


Better Demand for Cash Wheat. 

The cash demand for milling account is be- 
ginning to pick up a little, and Balumore ex- 
porters have purchased 400 000 bu wheat here 
the last two days. Offerings from the coun- 
try were light and farmers generally are 
showing no disposition-to sell wheat. No. 2 
red was %c under September in store bid, 
compared to 1%c under a week or g ago, and 
both No. 2 hard and No. 2 red have gone to 
fair premiums on track. Country offerings 
of No. 2 red are practically nothing. 

Spring wheat reports were favorable from 
both sides of the international line. Forcing: 
weather is needed in Canada, but generally 
the crop outlook is favorable. Minneapolis 
wheat stocks decreased 700,000 bu for four 
days The flour demand is good and Minne- 
apolis reported selling some flour for export. 
Receipts at the two northwest markets were 
151 cars, against 247 cars a year ago. 


Premiums Are Advancing. 

The reported high prices for cash corn at interior 
points in the southwest with high values pre- 
vailing for millfeeds have drawn attention to the 
comparatively cheap prices for wheat, and re- 
“cently there has not been so much selling pressure, 
while the buying on the setbacks has been of « 
substantial kind, although the trade has been 
by no means broad. Primary arrivals continue 
large at 1,838,000 bu, compared to 1,846,000 bu a 
year ago, and the arrivals here were 456 cars 
with 461 cars the estimate for today. 

Southwest receipts were comparatively light and 
there were fair shipments. Winnipeg arrivals were 
09 cars, against 56 cars a year ago. ( learances 
of wheat and flour for the day were 602,008 bu. 


Corn Bulls Dominate Mart. 


Corn, closed with net gains of %c to e., TRe 
December was especially strong. First prices 
were only a trifie higher and there was heavy protit 
taking. Bartlett-Frazier, Kempner and Armour 
led the selling, but later the Bartlett forces turned 
buyers on the break and shorts were forced to 
cover. King-Farnum, Valentine, and Updike were 
good buyers also. Again on the advance there was 
quite free realizing, but the bulls were confident 
of their position, and the close was strong. 

Weather conditions showed no improvement 
southwest, and the forecast held out little promise 
for relief. Generally reports confirm the sensa- 
tional claims of damage, although in sections 
where there have been rains the tenor of reports 
was more optimistic. 

Receipts here were 7 cars with only 81 cars for 
today. Western receipts were 394,000 bu, against 
419,000 bu a year ago. Cash prices were steady 
to ic higher and there were sales of 155,000 bu. 
Country offerings here were moderate, but there 
was more pressure to seil at Kansas City. Cables 
were d higher from Liverpool. 


Oats Demand Is Slack. 
The demand for oats was less active, and but for 
the strength in corn the market would have been 
weak. Resting prices were unchanged to % off. 


Hedging pressure was more pronounced, cash 
houses, led by Armour and Bartlett-Frazier, sell- 


ing quite freely early. Shorts were the buyers on 
the break. Receipts were 1,458,000 bu in the weet, 
compared to 900,000 bu a year ago, and liberal 
receipts are expected fora time. Receipts here 
were 828 cars, with 304 cars for today estimated. 
Cash prices were steady to %c lower, and there 
were shipping sales of 195,000 bu. 


Hog Products Are Weak. 
Provisions were weak and there were big de 
olines registered throughout the list. The unsea-

N ew York Market Firmer as 
Advices from Abroad 
Induce Optimism. 


U. P.-S. P. ISSUES FEATURE. 


European Brokers Scramble 
After Securities for First 
Time in Months. 


New York, Aug. 18.—Foreign conditions 
exercised considerable influence over today’s 
stock market. Official utterances by British 
officials indicating improvement in the rela- 
tions among the leading powers made fora 
buoyant market in London, that center later 
sharing moderately in the movement here, 
though probably selling on balance. 

Other advices from abroad point to greater 
monetary ease in the autumn, despite recent 
misgivings.: Paris markets were firm, al- 
though rentes were lower, but the Berlin 
market developed no pronounced trend aside 
from some direct purchases of Canadian 
Pacific. 

A sighificant factor was the large foreign 
interest in the underwriting of Union Pa- 
cifie’s Southern Pacific stock, which was 
more than twice oversubscribed in short 
order.
